or district borough the returning of- 
fieer hall fix the day of nomination 
not later than the ninth day after the 
day on which he receives the writ, 
with an interva) of not Jess than three 
clear days between the day on which 
he gives the notice and the day of 
nomination, In the case of an elec. 
tion in « borough other than a dis- 
trict borough, the returning officer 
shall fix nomination not Jater than 
the fourth day after that on which 
he receives the writ, with an interval 
of not less than two clear duys be. 
tween the day of notice and the day 
6{ nomination. This gives personal 
discretion to the returning officer, and 
he exercises it variously, The result 
may be that in succeeeding elections 
the official would choose different ‘lap-s- 
es of time,
